EDITORIAL. 


HAPPY New Year to Southern Clubwomen, a New 
Year of opportunity, and a New Year that will test 
character; a year that will count for much in the devel- 
opment of the future? Every year is an important one, but 
this present one, the one we have with us now and are living 
today, is the most important of all. The years that are passed 
have their records locked from us forever; we cannot alter 
them one jot or tittle. The years of the future may never 
dawn for us,and we may never have a chance to influence the 


-life and activities of that mysterious future. But the present, 


this year of 1910, is ours to do with as we may please; let 
our password for it be, “My very best effort in whatever I 
undertake,” remembering that the precious present is all we 
may dare to count on. The opportunity to do better work, 
to speak kinder words, to harbor gentler thoughts, to offer 
more sympathetic love next year may never come. Then do 
it now, and a happy New Year begun with this estimate of 
the present’s opportunities ever in mind, will terminate 
eventually in a happy 1910, when it shall have become only 
a blessed memory in a useful life. 


HE American Tuberculosis Exhibit, in charge of Mr. 

Routzahn, its indefatigable manager, has been in cir- 

culation in South Carolina for the past two months. 
With the co-operation of the medical fraternity, the City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, and an appropriation of $600 
by the City Council of Charleston, the exhibit was opened 
in Charleston with special morning, afternoon and evening 
talks by the local doctors for one week for the white people, 
and for three special days for the colored people of that 
city. The exhibit was crowded all the time, and widespread 
interest in the subject of the prevention and cure of tuber- 
culosis was aroused. ‘The exhibit was then taken to Green- 
ville and to Columbia, S. C., where the systematic campaign 
against the great white plague in South Carolina was con- 
tinued. The sale of the Red Cross Christmas stamps was 
pushed in this State with great energy, and the warning note 
having been struck, The Palmetto State is now on guard 
with information against the ravages of this dread prevent- 
able disease. 


IVIC betterment is one of the most popular develop- 

ments of women’s clubs, and one in which they have 

already achieved substantial material results. Each year 
the women’s clubs of the various States have one or more 
bills before their respective Legislatures, for whose passage 
they work with earnestness and zeal. In Georgia and South 
Carolina the State Associations of Graduate Nurses are 
each presenting bills asking for the establishment of a State 
Board of Examiners of Nurses, and to require the registra- 
tion of all nurses who desire to practice in that State. “This 
is a safeguarding of the public’s interest which should appeal 
to all thinking people, and the nurses should have their 
hearty support in advocating such a law. ‘The clubwomen 
of South Carolina are pledged this year to work for a bill 


— — — — 


for compulsory education and a bill to create a State Free 
Library Commission. Both these measures were before the 
Legislature last year, and the Federation hopes to see them 
become a law in 1910. Prussia, the industrial leader of the 
world, has had compulsory education for 200 years, and 
there are now thirty-three States in the Union today which 
have compulsory educational laws, while on the other hand 
there are thirty-three States also which have State Free 
Library Commissions. ‘The clubwomen of Texas and North 
Carolina secured their State Library Commissions last year ; 
in Texas, after working seven years, but the women’s work 
was recognized by the Governor appointing a woman rep- 
resentative of the Federation on the Commission. ‘North 
Carolina clubwomen won their Commission in two years. 
South Carolina women have begun their third year’s work 
for their State’s Commission. Recently it was said by a 
clever woman that women did not know how “to hold on to 
a thing.” The above stated facts might stand as evidence 
against such an accusation. The clubwoman is evidently 
typical of the importunate woman, when she makes up her 
mind that a thing is good for her family, “the State,”’ she 
keeps at it until it is accomplished, and compulsory education 
and a State Free Library Commission are two necessities in 
the community life which Federations of Women’s Clubs 
will hold on to until they are accomplished facts. Every 
woman's club in South Carolina will have these two subjects 
brought up in,their meetings during the month of January, 
and it is hoped that the men who make the laws for South 
Carolina will consider these two educational movements as 
necessary for the future of their State, and will write them 
on the statute books of the Commonwealth. 


CONFERENCE on Charities and Corrections was held 

in Columbia, S. C., in November, and an organization 

was perfected, a committee being appointed to peti- 
tion the Legislature of South Carolina to establish a State 
Board of Charities. This meeting was the first State-wide 
charity conference ever held in South Carolina, and its action 
puts South Carolina in line with the most advanced methods 
in the management of charity. This State has managed an 
asylum for its insane and a school for its deaf and dumb 
since 1821. Through the efforts of the South Carolina Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs an Industrial School for Way- 
ward Boys was established by legislative act in 1906, and 
orphan houses, alms houses, rescue homes and homes for 
old age are numerous all over the State. A State Board of 
Charities would be a bureau of information and a committee 
on publicity, whereby methods could be discussed, public 
interest aroused, and much good accomplished. The women 
of South Carolina have never lacked interest in the charity 
work of their State, and have had much experience in dealing 
with the problems that arise in charity work. District nurs- 
ing in South Carolina is managed entirely by women’s 
organizations, and hospitals have been built and managed 
for years by South Carolina women. 

The call for the conference was made by Rev. A. T. Jami- 
son, of Greenwood, S. C., as the corresponding member for 
South Carolina for the National Association. Mr. Jamison 
might find helpful assistance in his work if he would secure 
the co-operation of the women’s organizations in South Car- 
olina devoted to charity.

At the last annual conven- 
tion resolutions were adopted pledging the active sup- 
port of the Federation toward obtaining the passage of the 
bills for Compulsory Education, for the establishment of a 
Library Commission, and for making the Kindergarten a 
part of the public school system. Each clubwoman in the 
Federation should feel that it is her duty to exert her 
influence, especially by making a personal appeal to the mem- 
bers of the Legislature, to have these bills passed at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature. ‘The Secretary of the [egis- 
lative Committee, Mrs. Washington Clark, 1600 Pendleton 
street, Columbia, will be glad to receive and answer al! cor- 
respondence relating to these bills. 

THE ExeEcuTIvE Boarp will meet in Columbia, January 
11-12, at the residence of Mrs. Burney, President, to arrange 
the programme for the Charleston convention. It is hoped 
that the members of federated clubs will urge unfederated 
clubs in their towns to apply to the Executive Board at this 
time for admission into the Federation. These applications 
for membership must be acted upon by the board at this 
meeting. 

Federation dues are to be paid early in January, so that 
the board may know the condition of the treasury at this 
time. 

Again, let me urge the women of the Federation to buy 
the badges. These badges were ordered under a guarantee 
that 500 would be bought by the clubwomen of the State. 
There are still a large number on hand, and the Executive 
Board is very anxious to have this debt paid. The badges 
may be obtained from the chairman of the Badge Com-

E. M. Hebron made an able address on ‘“Woman’s Place in 
Mississippi History,” and Hon. Harris Dickson on “The 
Rejection Slip,’ while the musical selections were “Bonny 
Blue Flag,” “Dixie Land,” etc 

Mrs. D. N. Hesron, chairman Legislative Committee of 
M. F. of W. C., requests every Federated Club to hold a 
special meeting and study the subject of the State Training 
School for Teachers, then to hold an open meeting with good 
speakers (men) ; then send a petition signed by all the clubs 
and everyone else, begging the representatives in the Legis- 
lature to work and vote for a State Training School for 
Teachers. ‘This is a work distinctively woman’s, for it 
effects the future of the children. ‘As the teacher, so is the 
school.” 

A CLUB MEETING that deserves especial mention is the 
December meeting of the Civic Club of Gloster, Miss. This 
body numbers thirty members, and is working actively 
through its Health Department in the campaign of education 
on the prevention of tuberculosis. ‘They are now selling the 
Red Cross stamps, and have arranged for a public meeting 
in February, when “Health and Wealth for Humanity” 
(wealth in its generic sense of welfare), is to be discussed 
and the audience addressed by physicians and civic workers. 

Mrs. E. C. CoteMAN, Kosciusko, chairman of Health 
Committee, is pushing the sale of the Red Cross stamps very 
successfully. Mrs. Coleman is proving a most efficient gen- 
eral in her department. She has clear ideas of the needs of 
Mississippi in the health line, and every club should hold a 
special meeting and do — work to help in her campaign 
of education.

UR President has, during the past months, been active 
in the cause of the Federation. She has written to 
many Unfederated Clubs, inviting them to join the 

State Federation, pointing out the advantage of member- 
ship. Accompanied by Mrs. W. J. Rogers, of the State 
Household Economics Department, she made a visit to High 
Point, and assisted in the organization of a Woman’s Club 
with twenty-seven charter members. Mrs. B. E. Moore was 


elected President, and Mrs. W. C. Jones, Corresponding 
Secretary. 


THe Woman's Crus, of Winton, was the first to join 
the Federation since the annual convention. It is a flourish- 
ing departmental club of twenty-seven members. Other 
newly federated clubs are the Euterpe Club, of Greensboro, 
a musical organization of twenty members; the Woman's 
Club, of Waynesville, and the Sorosis, of Charlotte, a study 
club of fourteen members, with Mrs. Hugh Murrill, Presi- 
dent. It is hoped that during the year many more clubs 
may be convinced of the advantages of federation, and be 
brought to join the State, and perhaps the General Fed- 
eration. 


For THE FIRST TIME in the history of the Federation the 
Iyxecutive Board will hold a mid-wintér meeting. Much 
good is hoped for as a result of this éonference. The meet- 
ing will take place in Goldsboro during the first week in 
Febr uary. The exact date will be announced later to the 
members of the board. 


DURING THE PAST YEAR the clubs in our own State have 
reported variously the systematic study of the Renaissance, 
the Cathedrals, History of Architecture, Indian Pottery, the 
Art History of America, Spain, France and Japan, with 
public lectures on “Civic Beauty, sthetic Education, and 
English Galleries.” Several clubs gave exhibitions of 
original water colors by well-known artists, and reproduc- 
tions of best paintings, Mexican and Indian arts and handi- 
crafts, and pictures painted by North Carolina artists. 
Money was contributed and pictures bought for decoration 
of public schoolhouses, both in towns and rural districts. 
This effective work for art should prove inspiring, and give 
a hint to the clubs that have done nothing along these iines. 

For the present year’s work your chairman recommends : 


Ist. ‘That each club, whether art or literary, devote at least one meeting 
to the study of household decoration or “art as applied to the home.” 

2d. That each club provide copies of famous pictures for public 
schools, both in towns and in rural districts (e¢. g., Perry pictures mounte«l 
on cardboard). 

3d. The encouragement of artistic hand-made articles, with an exhibi- 
tion of such articles. (Thousands of dollars are spent outside for 
things which could be made in our own State.) 

4th. That exhibitions of original paintings or copies of famous 
pictures be given by clubs of each town. 

5th. That each club write to Mrs. Everett Pattison, Art Chairman of 
the General Federation, for “Handbook of Art in Our Own Country” 
(cost is 25 cents). 


‘ 
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6th. That club women see that drawing is introduced in as many public 
schools as possible. 

ith. That the club women work for a State Art Commission, “whose 
object is to develop latent talent, to stimulate interest in the fine arts, 
and to foster the introduction of art in the manufactures.” North 
Carolina needs such a commission, and now is the time to awaken public 
sentiment. 

8th. That the clubs work for municipal art commissions in the various 
towns, whose approval is necessary before any public buildings, statues, 
etc., can be erected or streets laid off. Opportunity offers itself in 
every town in the State to emphasize civic art. 


The committee asks for suggestions along these lines. 
The Art Committee of the General Federation, with Mrs. 
Everett Pattison, 4254 Olive street, St. Louis, Mo., as chair- 
man, is composed of well-trained workers who have had 
much experience in organization in various States, and are 
recognized leaders in art circles. This committee stands 
ready to help the individual clubs with suggestions of any 
kind. Literature on civic art and outlines for study may 
be had upon application to the chairman. 
Mrs. E. R. MicHaux. 
Chairman Art Department, N. C. Federation. 


MANY OF THE CLUBS know the work done last year by 
the Forestry Chairman in obtaining the services of Mr. 
Enos Mills for the clubs of the State. This year Mr. Mills 
is no longer lecturing under the Forestry Department of the 
government. The chief work of the new Forestry and 
Waterways Committee will this year be to offer to the public 
school children of the State a cash prize of $10 each for the 
best essay upon waterways and upon forestry. “If we can 
educate the children, the men and women of the future are 
ours.” The details of these prize offers will be arranged at 
a later date and duly announced in The Keystone. 

The year book of the North Carolina Federation for 1909- 
1910 is now in the hands of Federation officers and Presi- 
dents of clubs. Its mechanical workmanship, the complete- 
ness of its contents, and the clearness of its arrangement 
make it a publication of great value to every clubwoman.

THE Woman's Cus, through its Health 
Committee, presented to the public of the city and vicinity a 
stereopticon lecture by Dr. C. W. Stiles on the hook-worm 
disease, its nature, prevention and cure. In addition to his 
principal lecture, Dr. Stiles gave an informal talk, bearing 
especially upon the part that clubwomen may take in the 
campaign against the disease, and a conference with the 
physicians of the county. It is hoped that this visit of the 
eminent biologist will result in a decided improvement in 
health conditions. 

All club members will be interested to know of the recent 
organization of a Woman’s Club in Greensboro. Its roll of 
157 names includes members of all of the smaller clubs of 


the city. The President of the new club is Mrs. G. W. 
Whitsett. 


THE ELECTIVE Book Club, of Statesville, has adopted the 
Bay View course on Italy for the winter’s work, and reports 
great enjoyment of the delightful history and art of that 
country. The club has also undertaken to help in working 
for the Stonewall Jackson Industrial and Training School at 
Concord. 


THE SANFORD LITERARY CLUB is also making a study of 
Italy, its literature and art, in addition to current events. 
The club has undertaken the sale of the Red Cross Christmas 
stamps for the Tuberculosis Association. Another depart- 
ment of work is the collecting of books and magazines and 
the sending of them to the town hospital and to the children 
in rural schools.

The club and the hos- 
pitable citizens outdid themselves to show their welcome. 
The autos that met the delegates at the station and the city 
were decorated with the Federation colors, green and gold, 
in their honor. At 10 o'clock Wednesday morning the ses- 
sion was opened by Rev. H. Dutil, pastor of the Methodist 
Church, asking the divine blessing. An instrumental solo 
by Miss Irene Lecks followed. ‘The addresses of welcome 
were delivered, in behalf of the city, by Hon. H. A. Davis; 
in behalf of the Woman’s Club, by Mrs. George E. Gay, the 
President ; in behalf of the U. D. C.s, by Mrs. John Walton; 
in behalf of the W. C. T.-U., by Mrs. Josephine Gardner. 
Mrs. Charles H. Raynor, ex-President of the Federation, 
responded in a happy manner in behalf of the Federation. 
Greetings were exchanged with Texas and Alabama Fed- 
erations, now in session. Mrs. R. F. Adams, General Fed- 
eration Secretary, reported many forward steps in her work, 
and pointed out the value of high ideals. The President of 
the I‘ederation, Mrs. T. M. Shackleford, made an admirable 
address and was untiring in her unfailing courtesy to all. 
Her official report showed faithful service in all departments, 
and recommends that we work for unity of purpose, and our 
growth will be rapid. ‘The State Correspondent for The 
Keystone, Mrs. John W. Wideman, appeals to the club- 
women to give a more substantial support to this valuable 
paper, and it should be heeded.

OVEMBER the 12th will long be remembered as a red 
letter day in the annals of the WWoman’s Club of Lynch- 
burg, when the program on Reciprocity was given by 
prominent club women of Virginia. Interest in the program 
was evidenced by the large audience which taxed the capacity 
of their lovely club room. Mrs. Cora C. Mosby, the Presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Club, in gracious words of welcome, 
expressed the pleasure and the inspiration the woman’s club 
would derive from the knowledge gained of such successful 
and active clubs as were represented by the names on the 
program. Mrs. A. B. Carrington, President of the Virginia 
Federation of Woman’s Clubs, and ex-president of the 
Wednesday Club of Danville, gave an account of the growth 
and work of that club, which was one of the earliest organ- 
ized clubs for women in the State. She laid especial empha- 
sis upon the growth of the intelligent interest in educational 
and artistic lines in Danville, as a result of the work of the 
Wednesday Club. Mrs. Ruan, of the Bedford Library Asso- 
ciation, aroused much enthusiasm by her account of the work 
done by her club. Though numbering but 30 members, this 
club since its organization, in 1908, established a library of 
2,000 volumes. ‘This library is so well patronized that they 
now need a trained librarian, which the association plans to 
secure at an early date, as well as extensive improvements in 
the library. Mrs. Caldwell, of the Civic Betterment League 
of Roanoke, gave a splendid account of the work done by 
their club. ‘‘Deeds, plus aspiration,” is the war cry of this 
club, and in presenting the actual work accomplished, she 
told of improved conditions in the public schools, cleaner 
streets, the beginning of a park system, purer food, better 
sanitation, civics in the public schools and the foundation of 
a public library. The members of the Lynchburg Club 
regretted exceedingly that illness prevented Miss Cummings, 
of the Cameron Club of Alexandria, from being with them, 
and speaking of things accomplished by the club. All of 
those, who were so fortunate as to attend the meeting of the 
Virginia Federation last May, in Alexandria, can understand 
what the Lynchburg Club missed in not having Miss Cum- 
Her sweet words of welcome to the Federation still 
linger with us, and we saw for ourselves many good works 
accomplished by the Cameron Club. Another guest of the 
afternoon, Mrs. McKnight, gave greetings from the Sorosis 
Club of Fort Worth, Texas. In this interchange of club 
experiences and club aspirations, much is learned of the 
effective, far-reaching results of the sincere and earnest club 
workers of the State, and the other clubs in the State would 
do well to follow Lynchburg’s example, and have a Reci- 
procity day, either in literature, music or art, or in news of 
the clubs and their workings. 
THE OFFICERS AND CHAIRMEN of standing committees of 
the Virginia Federation of Women’s Clubs held a called 


meeting in Lynchburg, November 12th, at 8:30 p.m. The 
discussion of methods of work and plans for the convention 
in May, were followed by reports from various standing 
committees. Mrs. Strother, of the Library Committee, 
reported that the bill for the appointment of a library com- 
mission will be brought before the next Legislature in im- 
proved form and with stronger backing. Mrs. Quick, of the 
Club Extension Committee, told of plans of work for enlarg- 
ing the Federation. Miss Lucy Davis, Chairman of the 
Education Committee, submitted a resolution, which the 
committee wished to bring before the Legislature, endorsing 
the founding of a State University for Women. ‘The reso- 
lution was adopted, and the co-operation and endorsement 
of the Federation in the plans of the committee were prom- 
ised. ‘The resolution was as follows: 


Whereas, the training and development of the race necessary to the 
efficient discharge of its civic duties devolve in great part upon woman; 
and whereas, it is now generally recognized that her power to discharge 
these vital obligations bears a direct relation to her education; and 
whereas, the State of Virginia has not made adequate provision for the 
higher education of its women; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, 'That the Board of Directors of the Virginia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs hereby pledges the best efforts of the clubs composing 
the Federation to the work of inducing the General Assembly of Virginia 
to establish a Woman’s University in the State. ‘To this end we earnestly 
solicit the active aid and co-operation of the educational forces of the 
State as well as the assistance of all who sympathize with the purpose, 
of placing Virginia abreast of the time and in alignment with her more 
progressive sister States in the important work of preparing her women 
to discharge the obligations which a rapidly developing civilization 
imposes upon them. 

Resolved, further, That a copy of these resolutions be sent each club, 
to the teachers’ organizations of the State, and be given to the press for 
publication. (Signed ) Miss Lucy Davis,

VERY happy New Year to you, one and all, dear club 
friends. ‘The days have been crowded full and every 
hour has had work of its own. I can only refer to the 

changes from 1909 to 1910 as one of special import accord- 
ing to the way we plan our lives and make them helpful to 
others. 

Shall we, during 1910, give more to those who are depend- 
ent upon us for counsel, for example, for work. Shall we 
give to ourselves a conscientious outlook, which will mark 
certain energy as important, other energy as wasted, and 
thus bring judgment, knowledge’and poise to all our actions. 
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There is a great amount of nervous energy spent, which I 
would urge you to spare for needed outlay. ‘This does not 
imply that there should be any lack of concentration upon 
what we undertake. <A very dear friend said, after the visit 
to Panama, ‘“This is the first time I have seen any good in 
your devotion to the federation work. I should be willing 
to be President if it would give me such an opportunity.” 
Did she not see that the work was necessary for compensa- 
tions in this or any other field ? 

In this epoch of co-operation, National organizations have 
recognized our persistent, conservative effort toward right 
ends and have often asked the aid of organized, intelligent, 
women in work of mutual interest. It was a very happy 
experience which permitted me to give greetings from the 
General Federation to the American Association of Civics, 
meeting recently in Cincinnati, to hear their expressions ot 
good will and appreciation, and to outline the work of our 
organization at the evening dinner. We are glad indeed if 
in any way we can aid their very effective efforts. 

A visit of the Chairman of the Biennial Committee of the 
Soard, the Chairman of the Program Committee, and the 
President, to Cincinnati, immediately before the meeting of 
the Board of Directors, resulted in conferences with the 
Chairman of the Local Board and her Chairmen of Com- 
mittees. The very efficient chairmen show the result of 
excellent judgment in selection ; and we may look forward to 
the Tenth Biennial with assurance of unexcelled local 
arrangements. The first circular of plans, naming Hotel 
Sinton as headquarters and Music Hall as the place of meet- 
ing for the large gatherings, is already in your hands. ‘The 
meeting of the Board of Directors in Washington, the last 
before the meeting in May, is given in possible detail by the 
Corresponding Secretary. 

The Board of Directors made its personal, individua! 
offering to New Jersey in the delightful meeting with the 
New Jersey official body, at the home of Mrs. Dawson, of 
Newark, to whose invitation and hospitality we are greatly 
indebted. Sorosis of New York, the God-mother of the 
General Federation, gave us a never-to-be-forgotten feast of 
reason, following the luncheon of November 6th. 

I desire to acknowledge personally my gratification at the 
invitation of the President of the Maryland Federation to the 
semi-annual meeting of the Federation in Baltimore, at the 
time when I found it impossible to accept. ‘The meeting was 
most successful in point of numbers, and statement of work, 
and the progressive initiative of the President. In connec- 
tion with this statement I may explain that I have been 
obliged to decline invitations from the East and South for 
State meetings in April, as the work of the Executive Com- 
mittee, with the Program Committee, will be specially heavy 
at that time, demanding decisions at quick notice.

HE fourteenth Annual Convention of the South Carolina 


Division, U. D. C., was held in Newberry, S. C., Novem- 
ber 30th-December 3d; the Drayton Rutherford Chapter, 
Newberry, being the hostess and managing with ability and 
zeal all the intricate local details for a convention. The 
Opera House was beautifull decorated for the occasion, and 
the opening exercises on Tuesday evening and the Literary 
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Historical session on Wednesday evening were held here 
before large and enthusiastic audiences. ‘The business ses- 
sions were held in the beautiful.new courthouse, which was 
loaned the U. D. C. for the occasion, while committee rooms 
were also put at the disposal of the Daughters, thus provid- 
ing for the greatest comfort and convenience of the dele- 
gates. ‘The usual addresses of welcome from the city off- 
cials and veterans, besides a greeting from the Camp of Sons 
of Veterans, through Col. W. H. Hunt, and the Chamber of 
Commerce, through Mr. Z. F. Wright, were added to by a 
beautiful tableau of children as a welcome from the local 
chapter, U. D. C., instead of an address on their part. Mrs. 
Walter Doar, of Georgetown, made a most clever and appro- 
priate response for the Division, while Hon. Arthur Gaston. 
of Chester, brought greetings from the S. C. Division, Sons 
of Veterans, and Sister Esther Carlotta, President Florida 
Division, brought greetings from that sister Division. ‘The 
music on this occasion and at the literary session, was most 
carefully selected and well rendered, reflecting much credit 
on the local musical talent of Newberry. The business ses- 
sions were well attended, all the officers of the Division, both 
chairmen of the two standing committees and 86 delegates, 
made up the convention. Sister Esther Carlotta, the Presi- 
dent of the Florida Division, was the guest of the convention, 
and spoke on the Historical work of her Division on the 
Literary Historical evening. She also gave a_ graphic 
account of the Houston Convention, U. D. C., and was ever 
willing to offer helpful suggestions, taking a sympathetic and 
lively interest in the business of the convention. ‘The Presi- 
dent, Mrs. R. D. Wright, of Newberry, in her annual report, 
stated that 31 Chapters in the Division now mark soldiers’ 
graves ; two new chapters had been organized this year; that 
she had signed 300 certificates of membership. She men- 
tioned the fact that in 18 months from the time the Division 
had undertaken to raise the money for a S. C. window in 
Blandford church, the money had been raised, and the order 
given the Tiffany Studio; she also urged the endowment of 
the South Carolina Room at the Richmond Museum, and 
thanked the chapters for their splendid support in raising this 
year on an emergency call, $1,100 towards the furnishing of 
the Soldiers’ Home, opened in Columbia, May. 1909. ‘The 
Secretary’s (Mrs. Dreher, St. Matthew’s), recommendation 
that in future all chapter reports, besides being limited to 300 
words, be also typewritten, was adopted. ‘The ‘l'reasurer, 
Mrs. M. J. Perry, of Lancaster, reported 2,680 members ; 
58 chapters enrolled, $255 received, $207 spent, with a bal- 
ance of $48 on hand. She reported $14 received from sale 
of Volume II, S$. C. Women in the Confederacy, and urged 
chapters to procure these books from her at $1.25 each, as the 
sale of these books increases the funds belonging to the Divi- 
sion. The Registrar, Mrs. C. EK. Graham, of Greenville, 
reported sending out this year 1,000 blanks; registering 440 
new names. She sent to Mrs. Gantt, the Registrar General, 
2,040 names properly enrolled for the U. D. C. records in 
that office. The Recorder of Crosses, Mrs. W. H. Fowler. 
of Yorkville, reported 630 crosses bestowed this year, the 
Edgefield Chapter leading, with 52 bestowals. She reported 
4,618 crosses bestowed in all, and stated that four chapters 
had not yet sent in their back lists. Until this is done, the 


work of alphabetically arranging the names for crosses is 
delayed. ‘The convention allowed Mrs. Fowler to engage 
some one by contract to arrange these back lists under her 
direction. The chapter reports showed great activity and 
much useful work accomplished along historical and memo- 
rial lines. Col. Cardwell, Chairman of the Soldiers’ Home 
in Columbia, appeared before the convention and told of the 
management and arrangements at the Soldiers’ Home, where 
71 veterans are now being cared for. Mrs. Bunch, of 
Columbia, Chairman of the Committee in charge of the 
funds contributed by the chapters, reported that she had 
$1,111 on hand, which she had not yet turned over to the 
Commission, as they had furnished the Home out of the 
legislative appropriation, and still had some funds on hand 
from this appropriation. By action of the convention. the 
committee was instructed to hold this money until after the 
Legislature adjourns, and that the Executive Committee 
could then act upon the wisest need to use this money for in 
connection with the comfort of the veterans at the Home. 
The Director for the Shiloh Monument, Miss Mary B. Pop- 
penheim, reported contributions this year from 24 chapters 
and three individuals towards the U. D. C. monument at 
Shiloh, amounting to $148. Mrs. Thos. W. Keitt, of Clem- 
son College, Director for theArlington Monument, reported 
$262 collected this year. Mrs. C. C. Featherstone, of Lau- 
rens, Chairman in charge of children’s chapters in South 
Carolina, reported seven children’s chapters in the State, five 
having been formed this past year; she had sent out 500 
blanks for applications for membership, and had issued 70 
certificates to children as members. The Historical Literary 
Session was in charge of Mrs. H. P. Lynch, Historian, Che- 
raw, especially marked by the presentation of the flag of the 
Claremont Rifles, of Sumter county, to the ©. ©. Division, 
U. D.C. This flag had been presented to this historic com- 
mand by the women of Sumter county in 1861; had been 
carried through the war and lost sight of. The U. D. C. of 
Sumter finally located it in Alabama, appealed to the S. C. 
Division president to secure its return; she took up the mat- 
ter with the U. D. C. of Alabama, who had carefully pre- 
served the fragments of this beautiful old banner, and they 
returned it beautifully framed to the Sumter U. D. C., who, 
on this evening, presented it, through Capt. Carson, the last 
surviving Captain of the company, to the S. C. Division, U. 
D. C. The addresses in connection with this presentation 
were patriotic and touching; while the groups of old and 
young women, the Confederate Veteran, with his tattered 
banner, the Confederate pictures and colors as a background, 
presented a tableau on the stage that was an historic story 
in itself. The literary features were a poem on Calvin 
Crozier, written by Kil Courtland, Dixie Chapter, Anderson, 
and read by Miss Nelle Cochran, Anderson; a paper on Gen- 
eral J. FE. B. Stuart, by Mrs. T. A. Ratliffe, of R. E. Lee 
Chapter, Anderson; an Ode to the New South, written by 
Miss Lenore N. Long, Moffatt Grier Chapter, read by Mrs. 
W.K. Sligh, of Newberry, and a most interesting talk on the 
value of the historical work of the U. D. C., by Sister Esther 
Carlotta, President of the Florida Division, U. D. C., St. 
Augustine, Fla. In the conference the next day the His- 
torian, Mrs. Lynch, urged the continuance of the collection 
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of pictures and accounts of local Confederate monuments ; 
advised that a place be secured to file the MSS. already 
secured by this department in its life of over eight years of 
service to the Division, and expressed sympathy with the 
methods of an Exchange Library, as proposed by the U. D. 
C. Historian General, Mrs. Enders Robinson, of Richmond, 
Va. The Committee on Education, through its Chairman, 
Miss Mary Poppenheim, of Charleston, reported a successful 
year’s work at Winthrop College by the Division’s scholar, 
Miss Nan Trantham, of Camden, and her return to college 
this year as a sophomore.’ There was $119 on hand after 
paying for this year’s tuition for the scholarship. Miss 
Poppenheim urged that the Division establish a scholarship 
for a boy, of Confederate lineage, at the University of South 
Carolina on exactly the same lines as the one it now supports 
for a girl at Winthrop. She told of a correspondence with 
President Mitchell on this subject, and the plan was heartily 
adopted by the convention; $86 being immediately pledged 
-oward this scholarship. The educational work of the Divi- 
sion now stands for two scholarships, each worth $144; one 
for a boy and one for a girl; the University Scholarship will 
he open for competition June, 1910. The educational report 
also told of the great work done by the U. D. C. in educa- 
tion; over thirty scholarships, worth over $3,000, supported 
by U. D. C.’s in the various States. The Memorial Exer- 
cises for deceased members took place on Thursday, and 
were in charge of Mrs. C. J. Milling, Darlington, -Chairman 
of Committee. By a recommendation of the president, the 
State was divided into four districts, and a vice-president 
was elected from each of these districts, with the understand- 
ing that she would overlook the U. D. C. interests in her 
respective district and call at least one conference of one day 
of chapters in her district during the year. The election of 
officers resulted as follows: President, Mrs. August Kohn, 
Columbia; Vice-Presidents: Mrs. Walter Doar, George- 
town; Miss Emily Graham, Chester; Mrs. D. B. Alexander, 
Greenwood; Mrs. E. J. Burch, Florence; Recording Secre- 
tary, Mrs. C. J. Milling, Darlington; Cor. Sec., Mrs. S. B. 
Aull, Newberry; Treasurer, Mrs. M. J. Perry, Lancaster ; 
Auditor, Mrs. Lucy Thompson, Abbeville; Registrar, Mrs. 
C. E. Graham, Greenville; Recorder of Crosses, Mrs. W. H. 
Fowler, Yorkville. Invitations for the next convention were 
received from Aiken, Charleston and Georgetown, and on a 


ballot, Georgetown was selected as the place of meeting in 
1910.

The mid-day lunches in McCaughrin Hall, 
served by the Drayton Rutherford Chapter, were dainty and 
suitable, and the social hour spent here was always much 
enjoyed; the beautiful reception given by Col. and Mrs. 
George Johnstone, at their hospitable home on College street, 
on Thursday evening, was a brilliant affair, affording an 
opportunity for the delegates to meet the prominent citizens 
of Newberry, while a constant round of private entertaining, 
in the way of beautiful dinners, was the order of the day in 
Newberry while the U. D. C. Convention was in session. 
The convention was marked by an earnestness of purpose 
and a broad spirit of harmony and good-will. Mrs. R. D. 


Wright, the retiring President, directed the proceedings of 
the convention with tact and dignity, and by her graciousness 
and courtesy won all hearts and gave every one a chance. 
The work of her administration has been broad and far- 
reaching, and the Division stands now on a table land of 
prosperity and good fellowship.

HE, Lexington Convention: No more ideal spot could 

have been selected for the meeting of the Virginia Divi- 

sion, U. D. C., than at Lexington, the old historic town, 
where rests the ashes of our great leaders, Lee and Jackson. 
From the moment we entered the town the Daughters were 
made to feel that Lexington was theirs, and every attention 
was shown the visitors by the Mary Custis Lee Chapter. 
The first formal meeting of the convention was opened with 
prayer by Rev. Chas. Manly, of the Baptist Church; it was 
Dr. Manly’s father who opened with prayer the first Con- 
federate Congress at Montgomery, Ala., and he also made 
the prayer at the inauguration of Jefferson Davis. We were 
welcomed to Lexington by General Nicols, of Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute, Dr. Geo. H. Drury, of Washington and Lee 
University, and Mayor Walker, of the town. Mrs. Tate 
responded to these addresses most eloquently. ‘The memo- 
rial exercises were conducted by Mrs. Neeley. We mourn 
the loss of about forty members since the meeting of our last 
convention. Our President, Mrs. Tate, gave a splendid 


report of her year’s work. The Virginia Division sustained 


a loss of nearly $700, caused by the failure of the Charlotte 
Bank, in which our funds had been deposited. It was only 
through the heroic effort made by Mrs. Tate that we were 
able to meet all expenses and pledges for the Division for the 
year. ‘The convention gave her a rising vote of thanks for 
the manner in which she had brought us through this trial. 
The chapter were represented by about 116 delegates, and 
quite a number by proxy. From the reports we see that, in 
most cases, interest in this noble work is increasing; as an 
evidence of this, Warnick-Beauregard Chapter, of Drubigh. 
reported only fifteen members, in the past year has raised 
$2,000. During the past year four new chapters have been 
organized : “Holston,” Marion, Va.; “Washington and Lee, 
of Westmoreland,” Kinsale, Va.; “Danville,” Danville, Va., 
and “Diana Mills,” Diana Mills, Va. A chapter has been 
organized at Stuart, “Stuart-Wharton,” but their papers 
were not signed up before the convention. 608 new mem- 
bers were added to the roll during the yar—making in all, a 
membership of nearly 6,000. 

The following chapters have erected monuments : Middle- 
burg, a Memorial Hall, “Wm. R. Terry; Bedford City, a 
monument, McComas; Pearisburg, a monument, Warnick- 
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Beauregard, a monument; Dinwiddie will unveil one on 
Thanksgiving Day. ‘Turner-Ashby, Winchester, has added 
fotir stones to mark the graves of the soldiers. Other chap- 
ters have monument funds on hand. Collected for Shiloh 
Monument during the year, $52; for Arlington, $910. One 
amendment was made to our Constitution, in future our 
Treasurer shall be a bonded officer. Three pleasant, busy 
days were spent in Lexington, aud on Friday afternoon, 
after singing the Doxology, the convention adjourned to 
meet in Suffolk in 1910. Mrs. C. W. Brack, Secy.

BEDFORD: Very soon after the close of the War Between 
the States a Confederate Memorial Association was organ- 
ized in Bedford, the second such association in the State of 
Virginia. With what means they could secure, the women 
who formed the association erected a modest little monument 
in the Soldiers’ Cemetery, where were sleeping the soldiers 
who had died in the hospitals there of wounds and disease. 
But there had been no memorial to the soldiers of Bedford, 
who had been among the first in the State to enlist in the 
cause of the Confederacy, in honor of whom it was deter- 
mined by the Joseph E. Johnston Camp of Veterans and the 
William R. Terry Chapter, U. D. C., into which the Bedford 
Memorial Association had been merged, to erect a suitable 
monument. On July 16, 1909, in the presence of a great 
throng of veterans and other interested spectators, with 
impressive ceremonies, the monument was unveiled, Maj. 
W. F. Graves, one of the oldest of Bedford’s veterans in time 
of service, drawing the cord that held the draperies. Col. 


Robert E. Lee was the orator of the day, thrilling every heart 
with his eloquence and splendid defense of the Southland. 
At the close of the ceremonies the veterans, impressive with 
their scars of time and battle, again formed ranks under 
command of Maj. S. Griffin, and marched to the Alliance 
Warehouse, where a bountiful dinner was served by the 
ladies of the W. R. 'T. Chapter of U. D. C.

Rural Schools in South Carolina. 


HE, South Carolina School Improvement Association held 
its annual meeting in Columbia, December 31st, and 
January 1st, in conjunction with the State Teachers’ 

Association. ‘The sessions were held in the chapel of the 
South Carolina University, and addresses were made by Dr. 
S. C. Mitchell, of the South Carolina University, Mr. J. E. 
Swearingen, State Superintendent of Education, Miss 
Louisa B. Poppenheim, Mr. O. B. Martin, Senator F. H. 
Weston, and Congressman A. F. Lever. The topics spe- 
cially stressed were co-operation of citizens, parents and 
teachers, compulsory education, agricultural opportunities, 
and the great need for bettering rural conditions in South 
Carolina. The formal announcement of the successful 
schools in the prize contest was made by Governor Ansel; 
five schools winning $100 prizes and thirty schools $50 
prizes. This prize fund was given to the association by the 
State Board of Education as the surplus from the library 
fund. Miss Dargan, the president, made an able address on 
the aims and purposes of the association, and showed good 


results, although her administration had been greatly ham- 
pered by lack of funds, and by not having a field agent. It 
was most gratifying to learn that through the efforts of the 
State Superintendent of Education, Mr. Swearingen and 
Governor Ansel, the Peabody fund has granted the South 
Carolina School Improvement Association a generous dona- 
tion, providing a salary for the president, so that she can be 
in the office of the State Superintendent of Education, giving 
all of her time to this important work, and also providing 
funds for her traveling expenses, so that she can do special 
field work. |
